When  we  suggested  that  you  look  at  your 
home  with  a  critical  eye,  we  naturally  as- 
sumed that  you  would  start  with  the  roof.

In  selecting  the  colors  for  your 
roof  and  walls,  keep  in  mind 
these  three  factors:  the  type  of 
house  you  own,  your  own  color- 
preferences,  and  the  surround- 
ings—both landscaping  and 
neighboring  buildings.  The  col- 
ors should  please  you  but  at  the 
same  lime  harmonize  with  each- 
other  and  the  surroundings. 
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Roof  and  Wall  Colors  Should  Harmonize 

Generally  speaking,  light  walls  require  a  deep- 
toned  roof  and  trim.  Dark,  walls  use  bright, 
warm  roof  colors  and  light  trim.  For  example, 
white  walls  are  enhanced  by  a  green  roof  (see 
Colonial  house  above).  Yellow  walls  are  offset 
by  a  blue-black  roof  or  gray  roof.  Brick  walls 
by  a  light,  warm  roof  in  colors  that  harmonize 
with  the  color  of  the  brick.

Build  a  sun  room 
Haven't  you  ever  wished  that  your  home  had  a 
sun  room— a  place  where  you  could  relax  on  lazy 
summer  days  and  enjoy  the  benefits  of  a  refresh- 
ing "sun  bath"?  Many  open  porches  can  be  trans- 
formed into  just  such  a  room  with  but  minor  alter- 
ations.

A 
sprinkling  of  vases,  knick-knacks  and  other  orna- 
ments placed  on  the  shelves  looks  even  better  than 
a  solid  row  of  books. 

Construct  shelves  and  cabinets  in  closets 
No  home  ever  built  had  too  much  closet  space. 
And  even  when  it  has  closets  enough,  there's  gen- 
erally a  lack  of  shelves  and  cabinets  for  storing 
such  thinos  as  linens,  shoes,  hats,  underthings  and 
other  articles.  The  photograph  on  this  page  is  one 
example  of  what  can  be  done  to  provide  those 
extra  shelves  and  cabinets  you  need. 

Make  needed  repairs  to  the  root 

Your  roof  may  be  comparatively  new,  but  even 
so  it  may  require  attention.  The  flashings,  for  ex- 
ample, may  have  begun  to  weaken.  If  it*s  a  com- 
position roof,  the  seams  may  have  started  to  loosen 
or  the  asphalt  saturant  commenced  to  dry  out.  The 
proper  J-M  Coating  or  Putty,  applied  now,  will 
quickly  put  a  stop  to  any  further  deterioration.  A 
"stitch  in  time"  has  prolonged  the  life  of  many  a 
good  roof!
